Four-years later he had enough residual 
■ strength to try again. Burprisinglyr he beat 
Adiai Stevenson in Minnesota. But Iri three 
subsequent t«sts— in Florida, Oregon and 
California— Stevenson tymcd the tables. 
Kerauver pulled out but then was nominat- 
ed for vice president. at Chicago. 

When the Stevensoh-Kefauver ticket was
